COMPLETE 
rehabilitation 
of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard Armory on Washing­ 
ton St., East Stroudsburg, is 
planned by the Department of 
Property and Supplies, officials 
disclosed yesterday. 
Headquarters of the 109th 
Infantry Regiment, of which 
the local Company G is a part, 
revealed in Scranton that the 
project calls for extensive re­ 
modeling and restoration of 
the flood-damaged building. 
The armory suffered an estim at­ 
ed 965,000 loss In last August’s ’ 
high water. The basement, main 
floor and grounds surrounding the 
building all suffered heavy dam* 
age.

Ject, 
the 
state 
announced 
that 
three different contracts will be 
awarded. They will 
be general 
construction, heating and plumb­ 
ing. and wiring. The bids will be 
opened in Harrisburg at 1:30 p.m. 
Aug. 8.

Shantey Jr., 
form er commander of Company G 
and at present planning and train­ 
ing officer for the Second Battalion. 
is chairman of the local Armory 
Board. He conferred with Gen. 
Henry Pluck, commander of the 
28th Division, and 109th Regiment 
officers in planning the rehabilita­ 
tion work. 
Other members of the board are 
Lf. Richard L. Rugg, Company G 
commander; Dr. Charles H. Rush- 
more, M. F. Crowe, Dr. Charles 
Flagler, William Sheeley and Jan­ 
sen Shaw. 
Capt. Shanley said considerable 
construction work will be done In 
the armory basement. Walls dam­ 
aged by the flood will be replaced 
by new ones of concrete block 
construction. The 22-caliber firing 
range will undergo repairs, a class­ 
room will be added and there will 
be two locker rooms instead of 
one as formerly. Plans also call 
for a receation room to be built 
later.

Auto sales 
from the company’s U. S. plants 
in the second quarter were down 
a whopping 27 per cent from the 
peak levels of a year ago.

And while he w as getting over the effects 
of this unex|H*cted rebuff. Russia slap|s*d 
him on tile other wrist in the person of For­ 
eign .Minister Dmitri Shepilov, who revealed 
that his country was not considering any of­ 
fers to build the $1.3 billion Aswan Dam: 
Apparently, the gun Nansar held pointer! 
at thisTountry wasn't even loaded. 
The diplomatic setback may send Nasser 
scurrying completely into the Soviet camp, 
where his sympathies seem to la*, but the 
overall effect may lie good for him. 
Ile has
